THE KAWEAH COLONY, 


The Scheme Said to be a 
| Fraud. | 


MONEY SENT FROM THE EAST 


Some of the Tales by Which the Peo- 
ple are Deluded—A Bad 
State of Affairs All 
Round. 


From time to time more or less has ap- 
peared in the public press about the 
Kaweah colony, a c Sperative scheme in 
Tulare county, organized on the national- 
istic principles of Bellamy, and which its 
promoters have loudly proclaimed as the 
beginning of the millevium., Like the 
Topolobampo scheme, the reports from the 
Kaweah colony have been very conflictiag, 
according to the position occupied by those 
interviewed. The men who are “booming” 
the colony are loud in their praises of the 
scheme, while those who have put money 
in the concern, and were then frozen out,“ 
were equally as loud in their condemnation 
of it. Some months ago several of the 
leaders of the colony were tried in this city 
before Judge Ross on a charge of cutting 
timber on Government land, and were con- 
victea, At that time they insisted that 
they had violated no law, and posed as 
“martyrs ina good cause.” The case was 
finally settled, since which time nothing 
has been heardin this section about the 
colony. 

The San Francisco Chronicle has, how- 
ever, been giving considerable space to the 
colony, in showing up its weak points, and 
on Wednesday published the following: 

THE NOTORIOUS KAWEAH COLONY. 

Notwithst.nding ali that has been said 
and published in regard to the netorious 
Kaweah colony it appears that active prose- 
lyting work is still going on at the East and 
large sumsof money are pouring into the 
coffers of the managers from persons who 
are misled by the rose-colored pictures 
drawn of the idyllic life said to be led by 
the co ouists. ‘The New York Advertiser of 
a recent date published a two-coiumn letter 
which is so full of statements calculated to 
mislead those who yearn for a realization 
of the Bellamy theories that in justice to 
the good name of California it deserves 
some attention. 

It appears that in New York and Brook. 
lyn there is an organization known as the 
Eastern Group of the Kaweah Coiony. 
“Their business, social and domestic inter- 
ests are all on Manhattan and Long isl- 
ands, but the dearest desires of their hearts 
„te among the Kaweah colonists in Tulare 
county, Cal., wuich is to them a land of 
promise. They are not in that cudperative 
colony, but of it, for whatever profits come 
to them from profession or trade—in which 
some of the group are most suctesstul—xzo 
to sustain tbat industrial experiment. ‘To 
put it plainly, this group of New Yorkers 
and Brookiynites are supporting by their 
money what they absolute.y believe will be 
the practical realization in California in the 
nineteenth century of what Edward 
Bellamy depicted in his novel as a Utopian 
fiction, projected into the last year of the 
twentieth century.” 

This is very pretty, but if many of those 
who have taken part in the colony at 
Kaweah and have been obliged to endure 
the greatest hardships wre to be believed. 
existence there is anything but the bright 
picture that has been drawn for the benefit 
of eastern enthusiasts. If iiving on pork 
and beans, lodging in shanties or rude can- 
vas houses und performing the most arduous 
manual labor be what these enthusiastic 
souls yearn after, then Kaweah is certainly 
the pl ce for them. But it they think that 
the Kaweah colony is in any manner ap 
idealiz tion of Bellamy’s theories, then 
they are dvomed—as many before them have 
been—to bitter disappuintment, 

It appears that several photographs are 
being utilized for the purpose of attracting 
pes ple to the colony. One ot them repre- 
sents a parlor corner in a Kaweab bome- 
stead,” and the whole environment of the 
group “exhibits a c -ndition of social com- 
8 to any Fifth- avenue possibili- 

os. 

The Kaweah settlement, as a matter of 
fact, is a collection of tents, canvas houses 
aud rough back woods c bins, with only the 
barest necessities, few of the comforts, and 


none of the luxuries of life. To represent 
the colonists as eujoying a condition of 
social comfort equal to any Fifth- avenue 


possibilities,” is as far from the truth as can 
be imagined. This little mot was brought 
to the attontion ot some of the colonists by 
a Chronicle representative, and the smile of 
derision which it excited was far more ex- 
pressive than the words of denunciation 
that fullowed. 

A very prettily worded paragraph is de- 
voted to the “romantic name’ Kaweah, 
which is said to be the Indian equivalent 
for “Here we rest,” and a picture is drawn 
of a host of noble“ red men finding this 
beautiful spot, and deciding to make their 
home here. As a matter of fact, Kawea is 
only ope way of prenouncing the Indian 
word Coahuilla, which is the name of a 
tribe of Indians living on the desert in the 
south, and has no such significance as is 
given to it. 

Tne familiar story of the credit system of 
working is gone over, with the stateinent 
that these credits are exc angeable f: r sup- 
plies as needed. ‘This is not true. Many of 


‘the colonists have been uuable to obtain 


even the plainest food for their “credit 
cards,” representing weary hours of the 
hardest work, and but for the ability to 
send to Visalia and elsewhere for needed 
articles, they would have suffered severely. 
One colonist, now resident at K weah, 
writes that the credit e rds are not available 
even for the m st ignoble uses to which 
paper can be put, and people holding them 

ave been obliged to seek employment else- 
where, in order to prevent their loved ones 
from suffering actual want. 

“Every member is detailed to that depart- 
ment for which his abilities best fit him.“ 
says the letter ip the Advertiser. How true 
this is, the experience of an educated, re- 
fined English gentleman, who was per- 
suaded to enter the colony, will show. He 
had never done a day’s manual labor in his 
life, was not adapted to it in any way, yet 
he was put to work with pick and shovel, 
crowbar and sledge-hammer, on road buiid- 
ing through the rocks. With his money all 
paid over to the trustees of the colony and 
no means of providing for his family, he is 
now separated from them aud is endeavor- 
ing to find means to take tuem from what 
one of the colonists in a letter to a friend in 
this city graphiealiy describes as a verita- 
ble hell-hole.“ 

A great deal is said about the road which 
bas been built by the colonists, and which 
is said to have cost $100,000. Asa matter 


of fact, the outside cost of the road was not 


$25,000, while of all the men who labored 
upon it not one is now left in the colony. 
Upon one 5 — or another they have all 
been cut off or driven away in search of the 
actual necessaries of life. 

It appears that the members of the east- 
ern branch of the colony have been im- 
posed upon witha yarn that some mythical 
“lumber trust“ is endeavoring to cheat the 
colouists out of ther lands, whicb have 
been made accessible by this road, and that 
this same trust is trying to break up tne 
colony. ‘There is, of course, not a word of 
truth in this. The lands claimed by the 
colonists, and upon which, by the way, they 
do not live, are within the limits of a reser- 
vation set apart by Congress in perpetuity, 
and upon which all timber is to be carefuily 

reserved. There is pojumber trust about 


tata 

The colonists have under plow, it is as- 
serted, ‘for hay aud grain pearly 1000 acres, 
have planted a nursery of 10,000 fruit trees, 
3000 forest trees, 6000 vines and 5000 orange 
trees. In addition to irrigation, fencing 
and constructing water works, they have 
built a 160-foot bridge over the Kaweah 
Altogether it is claimed 8200, 000 
have been expended in the iinprovements 
now in existence upon the lands of the col- 
ony With the exception of the bridge 
referred to, which has siuce collapsed, not 
one item in the foregoing is true, so it is 
said by the colonisis themselves. 

What the actual value of the colony prop- 
erty is may perhaps be gathered from the 
fact that nothing appears upon the assess- 
ment roli of Tulare county as belohging to 
it. ‘They have no title to an acre of land; 
their road is valueless, and their “improve- 
ments“ are such only in name. There is 
actually nothing for the tax gatherer to levy 


upon, 
Phe article in the Advertiser concludes 
with this farcical effusion: “As you get in 


their midst there comes over you an inde- 


seribable sense of refinement. goodness and 


charity toward all mankind. The small 
vices ate at a discount, Marriage among 
them. is decidedly successful. The family 
relation ts held most dear and sacred, while 
the beaming faces of mother and children 
say much for the good inftuence exerted 
over mind and body by their teachines and 
surroundings, Leisure time ia Kaweah 
means recreation and improvement in a 
manner that puts boasted civilization to the 
biush, Several lines of electric railroad are 
contemplated by the colonists, and electric 
lightand power plant and other equally 
important projects are under way, destined 
to materially benefit the section of country 
lying adjacent.“ 

This was brought to the attention of 
some of the colonists who have deen 
there,” and theirindignation at first was 
too deep fur words, Iustead of the ‘“good- 
ness and charity toall mankind,” the col- 
ony has been nothing but a scene of bick- 
ering, animosity and suffering from the 
start. With regard to the proposed elec- 
tric railroads,’’ ete,, these are all in the air. 
As one old colonist remarked, a man may 
propose“ to Dulld a railroad to the moon 
if he wants to, but that is no sign he will 
do it. And the proposition to build electric 
— at K weah is the verliest moon- 
shine. 

But there is even a darker side to the col - 
ony than all this, According to the fure- 
going quotation, “Marriage is a success, and 
the family reiation is heid most dear and 
sacred.” Yetitis a understood fact 
that among the leaders, at least. practices 
are indulged in that would have put old 
Noyes and the infamous Uneida Community 
to shame, Old colonists who have had an 
opportunity to observe what was going on 
treely relate, facts and give names in sub- 
Stantiation of these allegations, and assert 
that the entire colony is coguizantof the Im- 
moralities — almost without an 
attempt at secrecy, Leiters from people 
now in the colony are in tiie same tenor. 

Perhaps it would be well to give a brief 
account of the experience of one of the 
colonists, whose word is to be relied upon, 
end whose case 18 typical of many more. 
‘This gentleman is well known in the jour- 
nalistic ranks, and is av old pioneer of this 
State. He was carried away by the seduc- 
tive acc unts that were published of the 
life at Kaweab, and in 1529 he determined 
to cast bis lot with the colonists. He 
turned into the common property a print 
ing outfit and stock worth at least $2800, 
receiving in return credit for $500 on 
membership dues and a cash due bill for 
$350, which Ube trustees promised to pay 
on demand, At first he managed the 
printing r and edited the pub- 
lications of the colony, but the trustees 
soon became dissatisfied because he in- 
sisted upon telling-the truth, and refused to 
publish the falsehoods that they desired to 
spread in order te secure other dupes. Per- 
sisting in his retusai he was then trans- 
ferred to the store department, but there he 
soon unearthed a lot of rascality in the pur- 
chase of supplies, for exposing which he 
was removed by the trustees. No other 
employment was given tim, when he de- 
manded the payment of the 8350 due bill 
‘This was refused, and he thereupon asked 
that he and his wife be allowed to board 
out the amount atthe colony’s “bacon and 
beans” restaurant, ‘This, too, was refused, 
and the coupie Were actually starved out 
of the colony. Today they are penniless 
and are both working for the bare neces- 
saries of life, though gray-haired and un- 
fitted to cope with the younger generation 
of tcilers. 

To give even half the stories of the colo- 
nists, to recite their miseries and sufferings, 
their deprivation of ordinsry comf ris, their 
brutal treatment by the ollicers of tne col- 
ony would require coluwns ‘Think of del- 
icate women, tender children, obliged to 
brave the storms of winter in canvas 
houses, fed on beans and bacun coarsely 
cooked, forced to perforin the most menial 
labor, while those to-whom they paid their 
last dollar are living-in luxury. Yet that 
has been the experience of many of the Ka- 
wenb colonists, related by themselves with 
the bitterness that characterizes disap- 
pointed hopes, bat with every indication of 
truth, Since testimony of each is corrobo- 
rated by others,

_ SHOT AT AN OFFICER, 


The Cowardly Act of a Chi- 
nese Highbinder. 


AN ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION 


Of Police Detective Auble by Char- 
ley Lee Kong, a Lottery Dealer 
The Would-be Mur- 
derer Arrested. 


Last evening at 7 o’clock a Chinese high- 
binder named Charley Lee Kong attempted 
to murder Police Detective Auble in China- 
town. Auble was walking down Los An- 
geles street, and as he passed Chariey’s 
lottery “office” at No 151 Los Angeles 
street, the highbinder stepped to the door 
and fired point-blank at the officer’s head 
witha 44-caliber six-shooter. The bullet 
only missed the intended victim’s head by 
an inch or two, and buried itself in the wall 
on the opposite side of the street. 

Auble was so astonished that he could do 
nothing for a moment, and hid it not been 
for Police Officer Johnson, who acted 
promptly in the matter, the chances are 
that the would-be murderer weuld have 
made good his escape. The heathen 
started out through the back door of the 
building in hot haste, but Johnson headed 
him off and placed him under arrest. The 
Chinaman still heid the smoking pistol in 
his hand, and attempted to show fight, but 
Johuson was too quick for him, and soon 
disarmed him. Hw was taken to the police 
station and locked up, after a charge uf as- 
sault to commit murder had been placed 
ee his name on the prison register. 

t was & Darrow escape and shows whata 
desperate gang of highbinders are now 
ho:ding forth ip this city. The only motive 
the brute has for attempting to take an 
officer’s life is that he has been arrested 
several times during the past few months 
for dealing in Chinese lottery. Auble has 
taken him in once or twice and he has had 
it in for him for that reason. 

Since the Wong Ark affair the high- 
binders have an idea that they can commit 
murder or any other crime in perfect safety 
so far as the courts and juries are con- 
cerned. They have been very lucky in 
escaping so far, and unless an exampe is 
set very soon no Officer is safe in China- 

At present every officer who has business 
in Chinatown hasto keep his eyes open 
and some of them are so sure that they 
run big chances tnatthey have had their 
tives insured. 

That the hiahbinders are bolder than ever 
before there is not the slightest doubt, and 
they have made up their minds to make it 
warm for every officer who interferes with 
their criminal doings. 

Only a short time ago Officer Bevan, 
while going through one of the old gam- 
bling rooms, was suut in by a gang of the 
heathen, who managed to get the door 
ciosed before the officer knew what they 
were up to, when they set upon him 
and but for the vigorous manner in which 
he used his club the officer would have been 
severely beaten, even if he had escaped 
with nis life. As it was he fought his way 
out and succeeded inarresting one of his 
assailants, who is now serving aterm inthe 
County Jail for the assault, 

‘There are some forty or fifty highbinders 
in Chinatown at present, and since gam- 
bling has been suppressed, their only means 
of subsistence is by blackmailing the mer- 
chants. Business with these men is also 
very dull, and money is correspondiugly 
scarce, so that the highbinders are getting 
desperate. 

It is probable that the police free in 
Chinatown wiil be increased, in case there 
is any further hogtile demonstration on the 
part of the heathen. .

Ruckert. 


HE PUT AN END TO HIS LIFE

After Destroying: Everything That 
Would Lead to His Identifi- 
cation—His Second 
Attempt. 


A few minutes past 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning the night watchman at the Nadeau 
Hotel heard a noise as if some one were 
dying in the rooms occupied by a German 
who registered on Monday as C. Breauner 
of San Diego.” The watchman at 
tempted to arouse the inmate of the room, 
but did not succeed, when he called one of 
the proprietors and the door was opened. 
Breauner was found on his bed in an un- 
conscious condition and medical aid was 
called in, 

Three morphine bottles were found on 


the bed, and every indication showed that 
1A taken the contents: with suicidal 

Everything possible was done to save his 
life, but be died at 6:40 o’clock yesterday 
morning, and the Coroner was notified. 

An investigation showed that the dead 
man had taken ever — to conceal 
his identity. Heh estroyed every paper 
in his possession and left nothing by which 
he could be identified. He even registered 


under a fictitious name for, on being taken 


to the morgue in the rear of Orr & Sutch’s 
undertaking rooms, he was identified as 
George liickert, a German, who came to 
this city five orsix months ago from San 
José, where held the position of drummer 
or traveling man for the Fredricksburg 
brewery. Before he came to this Coast he 
was a writer on several of the large eastern 
German papers, and is said to have been a 
good newspaper man. 

He failed to get permanent work in this 
city, although he m.de a number of friends 
and did some work forthe ‘Taxpayers’ As- 
sociation as assistant to Expert Moore, 
He has borrowed money in small sums 
from several of his friends, and it is sup- 

that bis financial troubies caused 

im to take his own life. 


THE INQUEST.

THE SEQUEL TO A DIVORCE SUIT 


He Fied to Avoid Paying His Wife 
Alimony and Attorney’s Fees— 
The Winona Lodging- 
house Affair. 


A few days ago Judge Smith made an 
order in the divorce suit of Mrs. Emma A. 
Long against John Long, ordering the de- 
fendant to pay into courtthe sum of #300 
alimony and attorney’s fees within a speci- 
fied time, but the defendant subsequently 
went into court and obteined an extension 
of time until yesterday morning at 10 
o'clock. At that hour, however, his at- 
torney, L. HI. Valentine, Esq., appeared be. 
fore Judge Smith and asked fora further 
extension of time until 1:30 o’clock, which 
was granted. 

When the case was called at the afternoon 
session Attorney Valentine reluctantly an- 
nounced to the Court that his client was 
not to be found, and it was subsequently 
ascertained that Long bad “skipped out.“ 

Upon this showing Judge Smith issued 
an order for the arrest of Long, citing him 
to appear and show cause why he should 
not be punished for contempt of court in 
not paying the money in accordance with 

order of said court; but as the proba- 
bilities are that he is en route for Mexico, 
he ia not already there, the chances of 


ls return in the near future are somewhat 


oubtfu 

‘This is the second divorce case in which 
Long has figured, his first wife, by whom 
he had six children, having obtained a 
divorce and $3000 worth of property several 
years ago on the ground of adultery. She 
died in 1887, and on July 30, 1890, Long, 
who was then living in Linn county, Or., 
rem.rried his second wife, who was 
a dashing and remarkably handsome 
widow named Mrs. Emma A. Parker. 
Long purchased a fine tarm near Albany, 
Or., and he and his wife lived on it very 
comfurtably until the end of last August, 
when he suggested that they sell out and 
travel. She agreed, and they took a trip to 
Aibany on business, At that time Long 
bad in cash about $10,500, and heid two 
notes for $2500 euch, and a mortgage in 
addition to his landed interests, which were 
cousiderable, so that he was a comparatively 
wealthy man. On September 1 last, he 
handed a rallroad ticket to Portland to his 
wife, and giving her & for expenses en 
route, told her to wo to that place, and atfer 
hiring nice rooms tolet him know where 
she was, so that as soon as his business was 
settled up he could follow her, and after 


staying there a few days they wouid 
make a trip to Southern California. 
Mrs. Long obediently tollowed out 
ber husband’s instructions, but ob- 


tained no reply from him to her 
letter telling him where she was, and being 
thrown upon her own resourses, she main- 
tained herself by dressmaking for several 
weeks until she received a letter from his 
daughter, stating that a package was await- 
ing ber orders at Aibany. ‘This was sent to 
her at her request and she then found that 
it consisted ot a lemon box, into which her 
entire wardrobe, which had been packed in 
Long’s truvk, had beeu dumped and left by 
Long. 

She subsequently ascertained that imme- 
diately after she left for Portiand, Long 
disposed of the two notes and mortgage, 
and converting everything he could into 
cash, ieft for San Francisco with about 
316,000 im his pocketbook. From there he 
went to Portland, but purposely avoided 
his wife, although she remained there, sup- 
porting berself until December 6, last, when 
she returned to her relatives at Burke, 


aho. 

While Long was in Portland he became 
enamored of Lulu Dumont, a “beerjslinger”’ 
at a variety theater there, und on January 

12 last brought her to this city. and estab- 
ishéd her as landlady of the Winona lodg- 

-house on Temple street. 

u February, however, the Dumont 
woman had him arrested for threatening to 
kill her, and Long then brought suit 

ainst ber to recover $3000 which he 
claimed to have advanced to her, the. cir- 
cumstances of Which cases ‘were published 
fully at that time. While this trouble was 
pending Long telegraphed to his wife, 
asking her to comé out here and live with 

him again, but she deciined unless be could 
' gatisfactorily explain bis conduct in leay- 
ing her destitute and sick in Portland. 
He promised to do so; but subsequently 
wrote and told her that he was thinking of 
ing to Mexico and suggested that she had 

tter get a divorce. 

Acting on this suggestion she came out 
here and suit was commenced on the 22d 
inst,, by her attorneys, Messrs. Adams and 
Mitchell, who will use every effort to insure 
the return of the recalcitrant husbaud. 

The grounds upon which Mrs. Long asks 
for a judicial separation are adultery, de- 
sertiou and failure to provide. Sue fur- 
ther asks alimony in the sum of $150 per 
month, for $565 liabilities necessarily in- 
curred for her support since September 1, 
1890, and for $3166.66 damages. 


THE PEOPLE’S BANK. 


The Run Came to an End Tuesday— 
The Examiners’ Report. 

The run on the People’s Home Savings 
Bank of San Francisco came to an end 
Tuesday, and at the closing hour on that 
day bu@inese was proceeding as usual. The 
Chronicie of Wednesday says: 

“The exciting scenes attending the run 

on the People’s Home Saving Bank on 
Monday were not repeated yesterday, and 
so far as appearances indicate the busi- 
ness of the bank has resumed its normal 
condition, Throughout the day, however, 
there were from half a dozen to twenty 
people at the counter, some few making 
N others asking questions as if to 
Satisfy themselves as to the bank’s condi- 
tion before withdrawing their deposits and 
others closing their accounts and either 


getting their money or giving the necessary 


notice, according to the amount of their de- 
sits. Tbat the run is over is evidenced 
y the fact tat only one paying teller at- 
tended to the wants of all applicants yes- 
terday, in place of the three tellers required 
on the previous day, There was no crowd 
about the doors and the necessity for ad- 
mitting depositors by the back door no 
longer existed, The rear door was closed 
and all who desired to enter or leave did so 
by the front door, . 
The bank commissioners resumed their 
examination of the bauk’s affairs yesterday 
morning. At the closing hour Commis- 
sioner Gerberdiug was asked; ‘How long 
will the investigation of tne affairs of the 
bank continue?’ 
„Wa are pearly through and will com- 
. plete it this afternoon,’ was his reply. 
Have you feund anythlog tending to 
impair the credit or soundness of the bauk?”’ 
“*We have not, but on the contrary we 
have found, after a most rigid examination, 
that the financial sanding and condition of 
the bank are excellent, We examined with 
even more than ordinary care the character 
of the securities on which the bank has 
made loans, and we must say they are above 
the average. The best evidence of this is 
the very tew loans on which interest is in 


rears, 

“When do you expect to make a report!“ 
“In a few days we will formulate our re- 
port and submit it to the Attorney-General. 
n that report we shall pronounce the bank 
safe and sound. night as well 6a 
that in our examination of securities we 
did not even tind one which we could not 
approve,” 
Manager B. O. Carr stated that the de- 
posits yesterday amounted to about 5 
while the withdrawals were about $35,000, 
ora trifle more than one-third of the sum 
taken out on the previous day. The total 
number of savings accounts withdrawn 
esterday was 177, while thirty new sav- 
ngs accounts were opened and sixty-seven 

deposits were received on old accounts. 
“The transactions of the bank during 
Monday and yesterday may be summarized 
as follows; At the opening hour there was 
$291,000 on hand, of whieh $54,000 was a 
balance at the close of business on Satur- 
day, the remaining $237,000 having been 
brought up from the Pacific Bank, uring 
the day nearly $03,000 was paid out and 
about 812.000 received, leaving a balance of 
$210,000 on hand when the bank opened fos

CAUGHT THE THIEF. 


EX-SHERIFF ROWLAND HAS NOT 
FORGOT HIS CUNNING, 


How He Recovered a Fine Sad- 
dle and Bridle That Had 
Been Stolen at 
Puente. 


Ex-Sheriff “Billy” Rowland has not yet 
forgotten the tricks ot the trade,” judging 
from the clever manner in which he 
“bagged” a thief yesterday.

The 
trail from this spot to the Robles ranch was 
easily followed, as there were prints of a 
hole in the sole of the left shoe, On arrival 
at that place “Billy” examined the three 
men n Robles, and found that 
one of them, a Mexican named Feliz Rios, 
had a hole in the sole of his left shoe, 
which, upon investigation, fitted the prints 
of the trail to a nicety.

There 
wasn't a vacant seat in the house or 1 
would have taken it. I didn’t like to 
ask her to stop, tor she hadn’t a specially 
inviting countenance. And I have taken 
a severe cold, for every bone in my body 
aches. I think there should be a rule 
against fansin crowds, just as there is 
against canes and umbrellas in art gal- 
leries.

A HAUNTED CONSCIENCE. 


The Terrible Sensation That Follows the 
Taking of Human Life. 

“It is a dreadful thing that human 
life must be sacrificed,” said Major C. O. 
Bates in the rotunda of the Lincoln hotel 
the other evening. There was an omi- 
nous look between him and Colonel Bob 
McReynolds as the latter spoke. Some- 
how it had just leaked out that there 
was some unwritten history as to the 
Nebraska militia upon the frontier. A 
word or two of kindly condolence elicited 
the following from Colonel McReynolds, 
who has kept very silent heretofore. 

“It was very nearly 8 o’clock when 
Major Bates and myseif left Pine Ridge 
agency. All day Indians had been 
swarming about the agency like so many 
bees around a hive. Each one was 
armed with a Winchester, and had on 
his person no less than 100 pounds of 
ammunition. The. wildest excitement 
had prevailed all day, so that when we 
left the agency at that late hour en route 
to Rushville you can believe we were on 
the alert. 

“From Pine Ridge the road led over a 
plain for nearly five miles. Then began 
the range of mountains known as Pine 
Ridge. The major and I had spurred 
our horses for a couple of miles out of 
the agency, then drew up into a walk. 
We were following a circuitous road that 
led over these Pine Ridge mountains, 
when suddenly from behind the rocks 
ahead there confronted us two Brule 
Sioux, with Winchesters ready for ac- 
tion. Major Bates instantly uttered an 
alarm. This caused one of the enemy 
to skulk behind the other, both with 
Winchesters leveled upon us. 

J was fairly panicstricken myself, and 
scarcely knew what I was doing, but 
Major Bates, with his cool headedness, 
drew his Winchester to his shoulder and 
fired. The report echoed up and down 
the valley, and when the smoke cleared 
away, there were two forms motionless 
upon the brow of the little hill ahead. 
My horse, frightened at the report of the 
gun, was struggling in a frightful man- 
ner, and it was all I could do to restrain 
him. Finally, when I got him quieted, 
I rode to Major Bates’ side. He was 
pale as a sheet of paper, yet firm and 
composed as a soldier should be. His 
first remark was, ‘Oh, God, this is aw- 
ful!’ 

“The single shot from his Winchester 
had killed them both. They fell upon 
their faces, their hands tightly clenched 
about the weapons they bore, We looked 
for others, but none were in sight. Then 
Irode within afew feet of the bodies 
and picked up a war club. Their blan- 
kets and ghost shirts were swarming with 
vermin or 1 would have taken them 
along. The major divested one of the 
dead Indians of his war bonnet, placed 
his scalping knife in his belt and re- 
mounted. 

“As if by some strange fascination I 
lingered on the spot for a few moments. 
Those bronze forms, motionless, lay with 
face to the earth. Human life had per- 
ished there. The cold, snow covered 
hilis, resplendent with their wintry 
beauty, brought naught but chill to the 
soul. Two forms, clad in their red 
blankets, lay silent in death. They 
meant harm to us who would not have 
harmed them, The winter’s sun was 
fading beyond the chill blue hills. 

I rode from the spot and joined the 
major on the crest ofahill. His voice 
was husky in tone when he said, ‘Let us 

get away from here.’ The road led over 
& mountainous country for the next 
seven miles, then we came to the out- 
posts of the Nebraska militia at Jar- 
chow’s ranch, where, after admission 
within the picket lines, we met General 
I. W. Colby, Colonel J. P. Bratt, of the 
First regiment, and Colonel J, C. Bills, 
of the Second. Major Bates here, true 
to his soldierly qualities, told of the fate 
of the two Brules. General Colby’s face 
wore a vexed look when the affair was 
recounted. He seemed to think we 
should have waited until we were fired 
upon. Observing this, the major an- 
swered, ‘I have done so, and this is my 
explanation.’ 

“I wish: the affair was effaced from 
memory,” continued Colonel McRey- 
nolds. The picture of those Indians 
lying there so still, the snow covered 
hills and silence of the hour, will long 
dwell in my memory, and I know that 
with all justifiable action of Major 
Bates, it must forever remain to him a 
nightmare which can never be forgot- 
ten.”—Chicago News.

Tons and tons of them 
bave been shipped to the East and 
North, and to the interior, but 
plenty of the best quality are 
left for the good people of Los An- 
geles. It has been suggested that if 
the dummy line would stop fifteen 
minutes or so for refreshments in these 
melon patches on each trip, it would 
increase its patronage largely. These 
Cabuenga melon fields are worth a trip 
to see. The melons are planted after 
the last rains and grow entirely without 
irrigation. It is a mystery with some 
where all the water comes from that goes 
o make up these luscious globes, but 
there is no lack it, for the melons weigh 
all the way from twenty to 100 pounds, 
and nearly all of their substance is 
water. Watermelons are an excellent 
crop, when there are not so many of 
them as to destroy the market, and 
the Cahuenga Valley, that wonderful 
frostless belt, can produce any desired 
quantity of them,

WHY CALIFORNIA CITIES GET 
POOR FRUIT. | 


A local horticulturist appears to 
have misread an article which recently 
appeared in these columns on the poor 
fnuit supply of California cities. 
There was no intimation that fine fruit 
is not raised in California. On the 
contrary, that is the essence of the 
complaint, which is that the best fruit 
raised here goes East. Some of the 
finest fruit in the world is raised in 
this State, but it is frequently hard for 
the citizens of our large cities to ob- 
tain any of the best quality at the re- 
tail stores. The papers of San Fran- 
cisco and Sacramento have for weeks 
teemed with complaints on this sub- 
ject, and it certainly cannot be claimed 
that the average assortment to be seen 
on the retail fruit stands of Los Ange- 
les is a fair specimen of what Southern 
California can do. 

As tar as San Francisco is concerned, 
the reason why producers de not care 
to ship fine fruit there is explained in 
aletter from a grower published in 
Wednesday’s Examiner. This man 
tells how, several years ago, he shipped 
alot of extra choice peaches to the 
San Francisco market, which was the

He was offered $1.50 a box 
on the trees, but having been solicited 
when id Sau Francisco to ship them to 
a commission firm in that city, thought 
he might get more by doing so. Hav- 
bought nearly $50 worth of wrapping 
paper, he hired men to clean and 
scrape, wrap and pack the oranges, 
with great care. ‘Then he waited for 
returns, which did not come, in spite 
of repeated regrets, and it was only 
after a personal visit to San Francisco 
that he received in payment a sum 
which netted him about two bits a box 
for his crop. 

These are the reasons why fine fruit 
is not shipped to San Francisco and 
Sacramento for local consumption. 
Whether the same cause exists in Los 
Angeles some of our growers may be 
able to say. It is, in any case, a great 
pity that the very best fruit that Cali- 
fornia can raise should not be found on 
our stands firstly because it depr ves 
our citizens of a luxury to which they 
have aright and for which they are 
willing to pay, and secondly because 
it gives strangers passing through a 
false impression of what we can raise. 
It is a fact which has been frequently 
commented on that finer California fruit 
can be purchased in the fruit steres of 
Chicago and New York than in those 
of San Francisco, Sacramento and Los 
Angeles. There is a gentleman in 
this city who, whenever he desires to 
send his eastern friends a box of extra 
fine oranges, he forwards the order to 
Chicago. This should not be.

STURDY BLOW; STRUCK. 


Los Angeles Boycotters Raked Fore 
and Aft. 
From The Fraternity for July. 1801. 

Los ANGELEs, July 3.—Almost a 
year has passed since the difficulty be- 
tween THe Times and the union 
rinters occured, Every crafteman is 
amiliar with the means employed by 
the Typographical Union to abate aud 
settle all-grievances between employer 
and empioyé—the strike and the boy- 
cott. In compliance with its laws and 


in Toe TIMEs office the Typographical 
Union of Los Angeles ordered a strike 
and dictated a boycott. If the threats 
and intentions of the union 
could have effected their pur- 
pose, Tne Times long since would 
have been a union oflice, The irre- 
sponsible strikers and illiterate boy- 
cotters were bent on compelling the 
proprietors of Tur Times to kneel at 
the shrine of anarciy and atone for 
fancied wrongs. The strike aud the 
boycott were ruling factors by which 
labor agitators could, as by the touch 
of magic wands, cause remorseless 
earthquakes and shake the Sierra 
Madres. THe Times was warned of 
an approaching doom. If Tue 
persisted in employing ‘‘scab”’ labor, 
subterranean fires would burst forth 
and consume its structure, rats.“ „ro- 
dents” and all. But if the Times Com- 
pany desired to continue the publica- 
tion of their paper and protect the 
stockholderé from financial ruin, dis- 
honor and social ostracism, they would 
be compelled to reinstate the strikers 
and boycotters.

THE FAYLOR CASE. 


The Late Legisiature was a Den of 
Brib -takers. 
{San Francisco Examiner, July 29.1 

The collapse of the Faylor trial is no 
surprise to the public. Few persous 
expected the case to be pushed as far 
as it has been. The common idea was 
that the suit was merely a bluff, and 
was never intended to be brought to 
trial. In carrying it to the point of 
putting on record evidence that con- 
victs the Legislature of the crimes that 
heretofore have been matters of com- 
mon rumor but not of proof, Faylor bas 
done much to atone for the unscruvu. 
lous part he bas played on more occa- 
sions than one. 

It may be that the testimony thus 
far produced is not sufficient to sustain, 
according to legal rules, the allegations 
of Faylor’s complaint. But nobody 
who bus read the evidence can doubt 
that the late Legislature was a den ot 
bribe-takers, of whom Bruner and Me- 
Call were worthy representatives, that 
Col. Dan Burns was a wholesale and 
retail trafficker in votes, and that Pull 
Crimmins conducted the business of 
the late Boss Buckley at the old stand, 
by the old methods, and with no 
change of appurtenances except the 
substitution of a Republican for a 
Democratic sign. 

The testimony of the plaintiff on 
these points was corroborated by that 
of other wiinesses, and the shifis re- 
sorted to by others who desired to 
escupe telling the truth and did not 
like to take the risk of perjury were 
quite as significant as the frank ad- 
missions of those who were willing to 
tell what they knew. Tue flight of 
Stephen T. Gage and Richard Chute 
may not be eqivulent to a confession 
in law, but it 18 in moral effect. There 
may be a mist over the exact point of 
contact between that $20,000 of Glenn- 
county money and the legisiators who 
divided it, but that it went into legis- 
lative pockets is as certainas that the 
bill passed. 

When the Legisiature was sized up 
on the first day of the late session the 
general opinion of competent critics 
was that it was one of the weakest as- 
semblages of the kind that bad ever 
gathered at Sacramento. After the. 
first week it had pretty solidly estab- 
lished its reputation as without excep- 
tion the most corrupt. From that 
time its character proceeded rapidly to 
mre advanced stages of decomposi- 
tion, and now this Faylor business bas 
finished it. 

The fact of membership in the Legis- 
lature of 1891 has now become prima 
facie evidence of rascality, and any 
man wearing that brand and desiring 
to prove his right to associate with 
honest men would have to establish 
his character by affirmative evidence. 

This is a shameful thing to say of 
the lawmakers of one’s own State, but 
it is literally true. And such things 
cannot be allowed to continue without 
fatally lowering the moral tone of the 
entire community. But before we re- 
peat the familiar denunciations of the 
depravity of liticians, let us see 
what part our leading citizens had in 
in the disgraceful spectacle at -Sacra- 
mento. Who put up the bribe money? 
Above all, who picked out the boodlers 
as suitable material for ſegislators, and 
in whose interest were they sent to the 
Capitol? 


CONFEDERATE BONDS. 2 


The First Issue—Grinding Out Mil- 
lons in Currency. 

[Col. Blanton Duncan gave the fol- 
lowing information to the Louisville 
Courier-Journal: ] 

HILLSBORO. Miss.—Please give the 
date of the issuance of the first Con- 
federate bonds. A. 8. 

Answer.— This question can not, we 
are authoritatively informed, be defi- 
nitely answered. ‘*The first Confeder- 
ate bonds were known as the Fifteen 
Million issue, and were engraved and 
printed in New Orleaus soon after the 
capital was located at Montgomery, 
Ala. As to the month and day, I can 
not,“ continues our informant, say. 
Some time in April, 1861, most prob- 
ably. After the capitul was removed 
to Richmond, Va., otber bonds were 
authorized to the amount of $500,000,- 
000 in the various series of $1,000, 
8500 and $100. Hoyer & Ludwig 
were the first engravers and printers 
there. and the bonds were so extraor- 
dinury in their ugliness and utter dis- 
resemblance to anything ever before 
seen, that they were sate from coun- 
terleiting. Hoyer & Ludwig being 
unable to deliver sufficient sums, the 
Secretary of the Treasury engaged Col. 
Bianton Duncan to take charge of the 
issue, and to bave paper made of suit- 
able character, which was done by him 
at the Tennessee. paper mills, until 
that State was overrun by Federal 
troops; and then the paper was made 
by Dr. Froneberg, in North Caro- 
lina. It was not handsome, but 
strong, and answered the purpose; 
and it was made out of corn shucks. 
Subsequently the government gave 
coutracts to Evaus & Coggswell of 
Charleston, to Ball & Keatinge, who 
procured steel engravers and presses, 
and made some very creditable treas- 
ury notes. Patterson & Co. also had a 
contract in 1863. Nobody outside of 
the Treasury Department ever knew 
what was the volume of the issue, but 
it approximated $1,000,000,000 in bonds 
and $1,500,000,000 in currency. An 
attempt was made in 1&64to counter- 
feit the bond and sell them in Europe, 
where they had a ready sale; and the 
great bulk of the genuine bunds were 
sold to foreigners at trom par down 
to 5 cents. Col. Duncan was 
in Europe at the time the coun- 
terfeits appeared, and gave a state- 
ment to the London Times, which 
stopped the fraudulent sale, as the 
meaus of knowing the genuine were 
pointed out. The latest attempt to 
create creditin England was by the 
issue of cotton bonds pledging payment 
in cotton held by the government. 
These commenced at par and during 
1864 sold higher than United States 
bounds, The cotton cause was of no 
effect.as the United States Govern- 
ment seized all the Confederate cotton 
which was only pledged to be delivered 
six months after the ratification of a 
treaty of peace between the two gov- 
ernments, which never occurred. The 
mistake was made in not placing the 
cotton in the bands of trustees by ac- 
tual transfer, as the Confederate gov- 
ernment had vast quantities of cotton 
bought at 10 ceuts early in the year, 
and afterward collected large quanti- 
ties under the tax in kind.“

assigns forever. In the document she 
says: “The omission to provide in 
this will for my adopted son, Timothy 
Hopkins, is intentional aud not occa- 
sioned by accident or mistake.“ 

The will, which is dated July 16, 
1888, further said: “‘Whereas my said 
husband this day makes a will in my 
favor. I do now declare my intention

Senator Quay Gives His Reasons for 
Resigning from the National 
Republican Executive 
Committee.

BALTIMORE, July 30.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Senator Gorman was 
not present at the State Democratic 
Convention today, but remained in 
Washington. The convention was 
none the less enthusiastic. 

It is well known that Senator Gor- 
man is a candidate for reélection by 


land, and that his name has been men- 
tioned frequently for, Presidential 
honors. Attention has been centered 
upon him and also upon the State con- 
vention of his party. Although the 
Senator was unable to be present, the 
convention was unanimousiy for 
him, as is shown by the resolu- 
tions adopted and frequent and 
rapturous applause whenever his name 
wus mentioned. Not only does the 
platform recognize his signal service 
to the Democracy, but the special reso- 
lution indorsing him for reé ection to 
the Senate gives evidence of the esteem 
in which he is held. Oue enthusiastic 
speaker said that 'the leader in de- 
feating the Force Bill would be the 
next President of the United States.“ 

Hon. Barnes Compton, chairman of 
the State Central Committee, called 
the convention to. order. Ex-Gov. 
Henry Lioyd was selected chairman. 
Preliminary organization being com- 
pes aud nominations in order, Dr. 

rank T. Snaw of Carroll county 
placed in nomination Frank Brown 
for Governor. He was declared the 
nominee by acclamation. 

Other nominations also made by ac- 
clation amid much enthusiasm were: 
John P. Roe, Baltimore, for Attorney- 
General; Frank Ford, St. Mary's 
county, Clerk of Appeals; Marion De- 
kalb Smith, Kent county, Controller. 

The platform, after commending the 
candidates nominated, takes up mat- 
ters of national interest and contrasts 
unfavorably the administration of 
President Harrison and the late Re- 
publican Congress with the adminia- 
tration of President Cleveland and 
the Democratic Congress. It declares 
that the Republican administration 
has disregarded the pledges to its 
— with regard to civil service re- 

orm and reduction of taxes incident 
to tariff. The civil service of the 
United States as a whole today, it de- 
clares, isa partisan organization do- 
ing political seryice for the admiuis- 
tration by which it is emploved. Pres- 
ident Harrison and the Republican 
Congress found on their advent to 
power a large surplus in the 


ministration. The surplus told a 
plain tale to the peopie, demonstrating 
that the taxes imposed by the Repub- 
lican admistration are in excess of the 


therefore, unnecessary and unjust. In 
place of the reduction which the peo- 
ple were led to Expect, the finances of 
the country have been mismanaged, 
and wild speculations and commercial. 
disasters have followed in its train. 
The surplus was wasted in extravagant 
expenditure, and unjust and unneces- 
sary taxation continued. The Repub- 
lican party found on the advent of 
Ilarrison to office that the people were 
no longer divided by sectional lines, 
‘ut were prosperous and thoroughly 
united. The Republican party, through 
the agency of the Speaker, bad de- 
prived Democratic Representatives of 
their rightful seats, and sought 
to . perpetuate its power and 
the autonomy of se- 
eral States by means of the no- 
‘torious Force Bill. The Democratic 
party is deeply grateful to the Senators 
und Representatives who contributed 
to the defeat of the obnoxious meas- 
ure, and more especially to Hon.

These 
abuses, it believes, can only be cor- 
rected by the election of a President 
and Congress pledged to a careful and 
thorough revision of the tariff system. 
A dollar in gold coin and a dollar in 
silver coin should be of equal exchange 
value, the platform declares, in all 
markets of the United States, and any 
attempt to depreciate by legislation. 
either of them ought to be deprecated 
and condemned. The platform closes 
with an indorsement of Senator Gor- 
man for reélection by the next As- 
sembly to the Senate. 

From first to last the convention was 
more of a ratification meeting and ova- 
tion to Senator Gorman than a party 
convention.

PHILADELPHIA, July 30.—\By the 
Associated Press.] Senator Quay ar- 
rived bere this evening. In an inter- 
view he spoke freely of his resignation 
from the Republican National Com- 
mittee. 

„I was merely desirous of relinquish- 
ing the chairmanship,’ said he, 
“and in order to do that, it 
was necessary that I should withdraw 
entirely from the committee. I had 
8 made several attempts to 
resign, I first made up my mind to 
withdraw on the Saturday night fol- 
lowing the Presidential election of 
1888. I was persuaded not to carry 
out my purpose then. In March of 
1890, while in Florida, I wrote to Mr. 
Clarkson asking him to call the com-

He does not see how the 
change in the manner of preparing 
contrac 8s, deemed advisable by Com- 
missioner Morgan, can in any way af- 
fect the real interests of the In- 
dians and therefore it is a point 
which should not disturb Catho- 
lies. The Bureau of Catholic Indian 
Missions is still in a position 
to labor in many fields of usefulness. 
Archbishop Ireland, who visited the 
Commissioner, received ample and posi- 
tive assurance of bis disposition and 
intention to treat Catholic Indian 
schools with equity and generosity. 
The Cardinal added that Archbishop 
Ireland is personally satisfied that 
Morgan’s assurances will be carried 
outand that he (the Cardinal) has 
every reason to believe the President 
and Secretary of the Interior are 
benevolently disposed toward Catholic 
Indian schools and will treat them in 
a just and equitable manner.

Further Accounts of Outrages Com- 
mitted in Bussla. 

Boston, July 30.—I[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Russian Jews who 
arrived yesterday tell pitiful stories of 
cruelties. Russian officers ordered all 
the inhabitants of the town of Sla- 
botky to leave their homes. They be- 
came so enraged atthis wholesale in- 
justice that they set fire to their houses 
and destroyed them. For this many 
were sent to Siberia. Others were sub- 
jected to horrible cruelties. One man 
was suspended by the wrists for two 
hours. ; 

Others told harrowing stories of 
general atrocities practiced upon the 
race by Russian soldiers and of ex- 
tremely unjust laws and force against 
Jews. Any Russian Christian who 
wishes to possess himself of the prop- 
erty of a Jewish neighbor, can obtain 
it by paying one-tenth of its value to 
the mayor or government representa- 
tive, who will thereupon give him au- 
thority to expel the Jewish owner and 
install himself as the _ proprietor. 
It is an ordinary occurrence for 
a Jew’s house to be burned over his 
head or a Jew to be stoned on the 
streets, and it has become a common 
saying in parts of Russia, Kill a Jew 
and pay 20 roubtes“ (810). No other 
punishment is ever inflicted for the 
murder of a Jew, and even this fine is

Apprehension is felt in some quarters that 
if K. H. Wade does succeed D. B. Robin- 
ton as general maus ger of the Atlantic and 
Vacific road it will involve his removal to 
Albuquerque. Mr. Wade's management of 
the Southern California lines has been 80 
creditable that his departure hence would 
be telt as a public misfortune, It the ex- 
pected change is made, with the Southern 
California lines and Atlantic and Pacifi¢ 
under one management there is no obvious 
reason why the whole cannot be managed 
from Los Angeles as well as from Albu- 
querque, Genuine pity would be felt for 
any one who voluntarily or otherwise re- 


moves from Los Angeles to Albu- 
querque, but such commisseration ex- 
pended in this case would be 


wasted. Those whoknow Mr. Wade best 
have no fear of his making such a re'nove, 
for he is too much attached to S®utnern 
California. If he takes the management of 
the Atlantic and Pacific the headquarters 
will be removed from Albuquerque to Los 
Angeles. 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC HARMONY. 

C. P. Huntington reiterates his statement 
that the death of Mrs. Hopkins-Searles will 
in no way afiect the management or policy 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad properties, 
although Mrs. Searles was a very large 
hoider of Southern Pacific stock. The im- 
pression has prevatied that a combination 
of interests has been formed by Mr. Liunt- 
ington and Mrs, Searles as against Senator 
Stavford and his friends.

There was a little flurry of excitement 
about the office of the San Diego Board of 
Public Works Wednesday, when it was 
learned that the San Diego, Old Town and 
Pacific Beach Railwey Cumpany had a force 
of men at work extendivg i track on Are- 
tic street from the present terminus on D 
street to a junction with the Southern 
California at Arctic and G strects..
